The British 
kept searching for a northwest 
passage to India, but when this 
proved impossible, they turned, 
in 1588, to defy Portugal and 
Spain. By '591 the British were 
in the Indian Ocean. The East 
India Trading Company was giv- 
en a monopoly and the army and 
navy came to make it good, In 
1625 the British and Dutch joined 
to defeat the Portuguese and 
drive them out. In 1642 Britain 
leagued with Portugal and con- 
tinued the alliance through the 
war which began in 1652 and 
which ended Dutch influence in 
India. By the first half of the 
17th century Britain was import- 
ing cotton’ goods, indigo, drugs, 
sugar, spices, gingers and many 
other. items from the new trad- 
ing company.

ground fighting. 

A brisk 20-minute fight also 
broke out on the western front 
southwest of Pyonggang, and a 
United Nations patrol was forced 
to withdraw. But Allied troops 
later counterattacked and secured 
an advanced hill position. 

In contrast, Friday was the first 
day in 12 that no aerial duels were 
fought in North Korea. All enemy 
fighter planes, Which have tried 
unsuccessfully since Nov. 25 to 
wrest air supremacy from the 
UN stayed in their “sanctuary” 
behind the Yalu“River boundary 
between Korea and Manchuria.

Italy Seeks 


Revision of 
Peace Treaty

ROME, Dec. 7—Formal request 
for a revision of the Italian Peace 
Treaty will be made to all powers 
concerned Saturday or at the lat- 
est on Monday. 

The foreign ministry announced 
officially Friday night in fact that 
the Italian diplomatic representa- 
tives in the countries that signed 
the treaty or had adhered to it 
later have been instructed to de- 
liver a note to the governments 
to which,they are accredited re- 
questing that Italy be freed of the 
restrictions upon her sovereignty 
and her military establishment 
placed upon her by the Allied and 
associated powers at the end of |? 
World War II. 

The revision concerns principal- 
ly the preamble, which states that 
Italy “undertook a war of aggres- 
sion,” Article 15 to 18, dealing 
with respect of human rights, sup- 
pression of the Fascist Party, and 
other requirements that Italy feels 
are an infringement of her sov- 
ereignty if imposed upon her by 
foreign powers, and Articles 46 
to 70, which limit Italy’s fortifica- 
tions, armaments and armed forces. 

The formal step announced is a 
direct consequence of Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s visit to Wash- 
ington this fall at the end of which 
on Sept. 26 the United States, 
United Kingdom and France is- 
sued a joint declaration favorable 
to revision. 

These three governments sub- 
sequently queried all the other 
interested powers. Only Russia, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland have 
declared themselves against revi- 
sion, while no reply has been re- 
ceived from Albania, Ethiopia and 
Yugoslavia. 

All other powers expressed 
agreement with the substance of 
the joint declaration. 

Italian official circles declare 
themselves unable to foresee what 
procedure will be followed from 
this point on. The treaty itselfjil 
specifies no procedure for revision 
except as far as the military 
clauses are concerned. 

For the military clauses the 
Treaty states that they may be 
modified in whole or in part by 
agreement between the Allied-and 
associated powers on the one hand 
and Italy on the other, or after 
Italy becomes a member of the 
United Nations.

Food Ceilings 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—(P)— 
The nation’s 560, 000 grocery stores 
Friday asked the government for 
higher ceiling prices on many 
food items, saying their operating] . 
costs have increased. 

Government officials said a 
quick survey will be undertaken 
to see if an “emergency” boost in 
prices is justified. 

Price control officials estimated}, 
roughly that the increases asked| 
by the food distributors might 
mean a one-half to one per cent 
increase in the country’s food bill. 

The Retail Food Distributors 
Industry Advisory Committee said 
grocers need to realize two addi- 
tional percentage points in their 
overall margin on grocery sales. | 

They said their present mark- 
ups are inadequate because oper- 
ating costs have gone up and they 
are unable to obtain ceiling prices 
on many items they sell. 

Office of Price Stabilization of- 
ficials told the committee that 
overall adjustment of prices can- 
not be undertaken until a com- 
prehensive survey of average 
markups is made. 

OPS said that such a survey is 
due to start early next year to 
determine whether the _ food 
regulations issued last March 
have adversely affected earnings 
of grocers.

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By Law or by Linder? 


If ever there was a situation to which 
“Here’s where we came in” applies, it is the 
Georgia milk muddle. 

A year ago this week, the center of the 
milk controversy was Folkston in southeast 
Georgia. When agents of Georgia Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Tom Linder started to 
put bluing in milk from Florida because the 
distributor had no Georgia permit, Folkston 
residents almost rioted. They resented the 
move to shut off their only milk supply. 


Mr. Linder eased out of a tight spot by 
sending an inspector to the Florida plant, 
this agent to inspect also the 26 dairies from 
which the distributor bought milk. How 
thorough could such an inspection be—one 
man, even if qualified, to watch over 26 
producers? 

Now Mr. Linder’s “blue boys” have 
poured bluing in milk en route from Chatta- 
nooga to Dalton and in 2,000 gallons of but- 
termilk at an Atlanta plant, because, they 
allege, the plant had used milk powder. 

The Chattanooga distributor has refused 
to qualify for a Georgia permit by putting 
one of Mr. Linder’s inspectors on the pay- 
roll. 

Mr. Linder and his friends sav that what 
has been done has been done in the name of 
the law. Let's see about that. 


We have in hand 23 pages of “Statutory 
Laws, Rules and Regulations Pertaining to 
Milk and Dairy Products in the State of 
Georgia.” These pages are legal size and 
mostly single-spaced typing. 


Two pages are statutory law. The other 
21 pages are rules and regulations written 
and promulgated by Mr. Tom Linder, by 
blanket authority of the statutes. 


Statutory law says that all milk offered 
for sale in Georgia shall be Grade A, but it 
lets Mr. Linder define “Grade A” according 
to his own notion. His standards can. never 
be below those of the U. S. public health 
code. They can be as high as he wants to 
put them. With this power, Tom Linder can

force any distributor or producer in Georgia 
out of business. - 

Statutory law says all milk shipped into 
Georgia must meet the requirements of Geor- 
gia law. But again it is left to Mr. Linder 
to determine if those standards have been 
met. This rule that the out-of-state dis- 
tributor must pay, the salary and keep of 
a Linder inspector is not statutory law. It is 
Tom Linder’s own idea, “signed and sealed 
... this 8th day of September, 1950.” 

Acting according to law, when he denies 
an out-of-state milkman the right to sell in 
Georgia even when the other state and the 
U. S. health officials certify the milk as 
Grade A? He’s not acting according to law, 
he’s acting according to Linder. 

Mr. Linder says it’s not up to Georgia 
to pay for inspections out of state. We say 
when Georgians need milk, we can avoid 
expense by reciprocal agreements respecting 
the grading done by the other states and by 
the USPH code. 

True, the statutes give Linder agents the 
right to condemn milk and put coloring in it, 
but the rating is by his own tests and those 
tests are not often chemical or bacteriological. 


The U. S. health code recognizes milk 


powder as proper food, so does the Pure 
Food and Drug Act. Forty-seven states al- 
low the sale of powdered milk. So does the 
code of the city of Atlanta. The USPH code 
includes buttermilk made from powder in its 
definition of buttermilk. But in the Linder 
book powder is still “poison” if put into fluid 
milk at the dairy. By Georgia law such mix- 
ing is illegal, but the same powder is sold 
legally at the stores for home use. 

Georgians drink less than half a pint of 
milk each per day, far below the national 
average. Population here increases faster 
than milk supply. Georgia has a recurrent 
milk shortage. We're in one right now. 
Georgia is the only state forbidding the sale 
of fluid milk made from powder. Georgia 
is throwing up discriminatory barriers at 
state lines. 

' Does that add up to good sense?

At a time when 12-pound 
hams and deep freezes vie with mink coats 
and $100,000 bribes for the headlines, one 
can but wonder if Joe Jackson, who found 
only $5,000 under his pillow, wasn’t born the 
traditional 30 years too soon. 


His passing serves as a nostalgic re- 
minder of the days when men had faith and 
the world was honest—or at least we thought 


so, anyway—and all could say with a heart-. 


broken urchin: “Say it ain’t so, Joe, say it 
ain't so!”

Non-Farm Income 


Still on Rise 


“For land’s sake”’—an old Southern ejacula- 


tion meaning, 


approximately, “goodness gra- 


cious’”—has a new interpretation today in the 


light of Georgia’s growing industrialization. 


The postwar trend 


from rural to urban life is emphasized in many ways; a mass of 
figures recently released by the Georgia Department of Labor 
strikingly illustrates the extent of the leaving of the land. 


The Employment’ Security 
Agency of the labor office com- 


piled a study of wages paid dur- 
ing the first quarter of this year 
in non-farm enterprises in the 
26 most populous counties in 
the state. Each of these coun- 
ties has more than 25,000 in 
population, and the 26 counties 
embrace within their borders 55 
per cent of the entire. popula- 
tion of Georgia, 77 per cent of 
employment, and 81 per cent of 
the workers insured under the 
Georgia Employment Security 
Law. 

All railroad and government 
employment was omitted from 
the study. 

(Deletion of government 
workers takes a considerable 
slice out of the state’s economy 
in view of the fact 140,000 per- 
sons were working for some 
branch of government in Oc- 
tober, an employment level 30,- 
000 above that of the textile in- 
dustry, Georgia’s largest single 
employer in the field of manu- 
facturing.) 


Back to the figures: 


In the 26 most populous 
counties in Georgia more than 
$290,000,000 was paid out in 
wages in the first three 
months of 1951 by those in- 
dustries covered by the em- 
ployment security law. (This 
law -embraces, generally, all 
establishments employing 
eight or more workers.) 


The study revealed that in 
the entire state $360,491,154 
was paid in wages in non-farm 
émployment during the first 
quarter of the year. Project- 
ing this figure on to the end of 


195i1—and it certainly is ob- 
vious that the economic trend 
h@s been upward in the past 
nine months—we may conserv- 
atively deduct that wages paid 
in manufacturing during the 
year will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500,000,000. 

What does this mean? The 
inclination is to say, ‘‘You’ve 
got me,” but the implications 
are worthy of a more serious 
rejoiner. 

On the basis of past figures, 
it would be safe to forecast that 
total income in Georgia during 
1951 will be somewhere around 
$3,500,000,000. Now the sig- 
nificance in the state’s economy 
of manufacturing in relation- 
ship to the farm is becoming 
clear. 

Non-farm wages alone this 
year will account for nearly half 
of all income in the state. By 
the time we. add government 
wages, railway wages, the in- 
come of self-employed persons, 
and manufacturing income ex- 
clusive of wages to the whop- 
ping pay-envelope figure, it 
seems fairly safe to forecast 
that Georgia is no longer pre- 
dominantly an agricultural 
state. 

The value of farm income is 
rising, of course, as the state 
goes more and more“toward di- 
versification. Livestéck is be- 
coming a larger factor, the 
poultry industry is booming, 
new uses are being found for 
old _ soil. 

When the final income fig- 
ures for 1951 become available, 
it is going to be interesting to 
see— “for land’s sake” — how

WASHINGTON—After making an extended 


automobile trip through the Southeastern area,

As nearly as it can be traced 
down, the fad was started a 
year or so ago by a group of 
University of Virginia students 
when the college’s football team 
invaded Philadelphia to do bat- 
tle with the University of 
Pennsylvania. Those who made 
the journey to witness the game 
by car, bedecked their hoods 
with small Confederate flags, 
while others waved them furi- 
ously along the route and in the 
stadium where _the.contest took 
place. Virginia gvgn. and the 
flag-waving was. Cqloiul fea- 
ture of the celebratidh that fol- 


» lowed. 


Since then the fad has 
caught on and has now spread 
to a number of states in the 
South. The manufacture of 
the Stars and Bars, symbolic 
of the lost cause for which 
the Southern states fought in 
the War Between the States 
—or the Civil War, as it is 
called in the North—has be- 
come a thriving business. 


Producers are said to be hard 
put to supply the demand. The 
flags are on display in prac- 
tically every village, hamlet 
and city of the South—either as 
automobile ornaments or win- 
dow decorations. 


It has been a subject of edi- 
torial comment by many news- 
papers throughout the country, 
some light and some serious. 
Various attempts have been 
made to analyze its meaning. 
Some of our eminent psycholo- 
gists have explained it away as 
merely a meaningless juvenile 
prank, started by college boys 
and picked up by others as a 
manifestation of individualistic 
temperament. 

But the fad has a slightly dif- 
ferent meaning, according to 
Franklin _K. Lane Jr., Washing- 
ton attorney who has just com- 
pleted a 4,000-mile trip through 
the Southeast and who took oc- 
casion to interview a number of 


people found displaying the 
flags. From the answers he 
received, he looks on it as a 
symbol of a new type of revolt 
that is taking place in the 
South—not against the Union, 
which gave rise to the Civil 
War, but against certain aspects 
of the Truman administration, 
as reflected in the controversial 
civil rights program, federal 
spending and scandals involv- 
ing the Internal Revenue Bue 
reau. 


“Most of the people I talked 
to,” said Mr. Lane, “were of the 
more mature type, as against 
the college contingent. They 
were displaying the Confede- 
erate banners as evidence of 
their dissatisfaction with things 
in Washington. It was a sort 
of badge they wore by way of 
showing their independence of 
the traditional link between the 
South and the Democratie 
Party.” 


In the meantime, the steady 
trickle of tourist traffic come 
ing up from the South continues 
to show the small Confederate 
banners much in evidence.

‘Coney’ Preferred to Plebian ‘Rabbit

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—Anoth- 
er round in the efforts of fur deal- 
ers to have the plebian word “rab- 
bit” stricken from the advertiser’s 
lexicon in favor of the more dis- 
tinctive “coney” took place here 
Friday in an open hearing before 
the fur-labeling committee of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

The occasion of the hearing was 
to decide upon the eventual com- 
position of the fur products name 
guide which will be used in de- 
termining the exact names fur 
dealers and advertisers may use 
under terms of the fur products 
labeling act passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 

The act specifies that henceforth 
names applied to furs must be the 
true English names of the animals, 
or in the absence of a true English 
name for an animal, the name by 
which such an animal can -be 
properly identified in the United 
States. ‘ 

A majority of interested parties 
at Friday’s hearing favored the act 
generally but were unanimous in 


their disagreement with some of 


the names advanced by the com- 
mission in a tentative guide. 
Most of the disagreement in- 
volved, in addition to referring to 
rabbit instead of the preferred 


coney, such things as referring to {3 


“lamb” solely as “lamb” rather 

than appending the defining ad- 
jectives “Persian,” “mouton” and 
“broadtail.” 

Another point at issue is the 
commission’s proposed usage of 
the term “marten” as against the 
fur people’s preferred “sable.” The 
fur group indicated it would pre- 
fer to wide geographic range of 
sables stand just as they are now 
under the name “Hudson Bay sa- 
ble” but if this were impossible 
then as next best, to adopt the 
names “American sable” or “Can- 
adian sable” depending on the ani- 
mal’s origin. A number of fur 
authorities were quoted to prove 
that certain martens have been 
known as sable in this hemisphere 
since the turn of the century. 

The most persistent arguments, 
however, revolvéd around the rab- 
bit and the coney. Chief objec- 
tion to the commission’s proposed 
use of the word “rabbit” were

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 7—(UP). 
A scientist suffered for six 
months to film life in the ocean 
and then a beautiful blonde who 
likes sharks stole the show.

But his shapely secretary, 
Lotte Bayerl, wanted in the 
act, too. So he let her dive in 
a low-cut bathing suit to play 
footsie with the sharks.

Foods in Cans Selling | 
At Low Prices for 
Bargains in Nutrition

The silver lining to the high cost of living might well be the 
reflection of a shiny tin can, for foods in cans are selling at bar- 


gain prices. 


A HOMEMAKER TODAY can buy 70 per cent more canned 
foods than she could have purchased with average weekly earnings 
during the prewar period 1935-39, said Miss Katherine R. Smith, 
who like other home economists are interested in helping women 


get the most for their food dollar. 


ALONG WITH THIS EXCELLENT price news, Miss Smith, 
who is Home Economics Direetor of the National Canners Associa- 
tion, said the supply of canned foods is very good. There will be 
ample stocks to meet the requirements of the armed services with 
plenty left for consumers. Growing conditions were especially 
productive for green beans, peas, corn, tomatoes, citrus fruits and 


juices, peaches and pineapple. 


GEORGIA IS THE GREAT PIMIENTO center of, the country 
and while there was not the tremendous crop of last year, there is 
a very good supply of this colorful vegetable that has so many 

uses particularly at holiday time. Pimientos are 
far more than a pretty garnish. Recent research 
indicates pimientos are especially high in vitamin 
C and in carotene (vitamin A), For example, one 
canned pimiento contains about the same amount 
of vitamin C as a 4-ounce serving of orange or 
grapefruit juice. So go ahead and use pimientos 
generously. Dice them and add to a la king dishes 
of meat, poultry, fish or eggs. Cut them in strips 
and toss with hot buttered green beans, julienne 
celery, asparagus, peas, corn or cabbage. Criss- 
cross strips on salads of fruit or fish. Cut pi- 
mientos into little wreaths, stars or candle shapes

adds much nutrition-wise. 


OFTEN PEOPLE STILL HOLD to outmoded ideas about canned 
foods. Some think freshly cooked fruits and vegetables are “better” 
than canned. As far as protein, fat and carbohydrates are concerned, — 
canned foods and cooked raw foods are practically identical. The 
exception being those products to which sugar or syrup has been 
added, which of course increases the food value. As far as vitamins 
and minerals are concerned, modern canning processes usually 
protect the vitamin and mineral content. 


UNOPENED CANNED FOODS should be stored in a dry, cool 
place. Never near steam pipes, stoves, damp walls or floors. A dry, 
cool cellar closet or cupboard is best. 


IT IS JUST AS SAFE to keep the unused portions of opened 
canned food in the can it comes in as it is to empty the food into 
another container, It is important to keep the can covered and in 


‘the refrigerator just as you would any other cooked food. Cans and 


foods are sterilized in the “processing.” But the dish into which the 
food might be emptied is far from sterile. In other words, it is 
likely to have on it bacteria that cause food to spoil,
